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GOV. STONE LAYS BARE THE CASE 
OF A RAILROAD IN POLITICS. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


STANBERRY, Mo., Oct. 10, 1896. 

Dear Sir—Since the railroad corporations have been rebuked in the 
press and on the stump for attempting through their officials to unduly 
influence their employes in voting and for otherwise interfering in polit- 
ical affairs, those officials have been busy making denials. More than a 
dozen prominent railroad officials of this State have indignantly pro- 
tested that they were not attempting to coerce their employes or to in- 
terfere with political matters. Among those who have so protested are 
some of the officials of the Missouri Pacific. A number of railroad em- 
ployes in different parts of the State have told me that they were under 
severe pressure from their superiors and have related circumstances clearly 
showing the truth of their statements. These communications, however, 
have always been confidential and could not therefore be used. On yester- 
day I received a letter from a gentleman employed as a clerk in the Mis- 
souri Pacific offices at St. Louis, inclosing a copy of a letter written by 
W. G. Brownlee, Division Superintendent, to William E. Jones, General 
Claim Agent of that road. The gentleman who wrote to me says in his 
letter: 

I am ea clerk in (the blank is mine) of the Mo. P. at St. Louis and 
I have a family dependent upon me for support. Divers attempts have been 
made, directly and indirectly, to intimidate myself and fellow clerks into vot- 
ing the gold ticket. I feel it a duty incumbent on me as a silver Democrat and 
loyal citizen to give you this tangible information. With a majority of the men 
it has evolved from a question of conviction to a matter of courage. They are 
with us at heart, but are timid in action and expression. I trust you may see 
fit to use the inclosed letter for what it may be worth, I will make affidavit 
to it if necessary. 

The letter my correspondent inclosed is as follows:

Case of Mark Davison, freight conductor, Injured near Pacific, Missouri, 


Aug. 26, 1896. 
For damages and loss of time.

Dear Sir:—

Although my correspondent does not mark his letter persona! nor for- 
bid the use of his name, I suppress it for fear its publication might do 
him harm. He states emphatically that repeated attempts have been 
made, directly-and indirectly, to intimtdate him and his fellow-clerks anc 
coerce them into voting the gold ticket. But without going into that, I 
call attention to the fact that Mr. Brownlee requests that the claim of a 
freight conductor for damages against the road be allowed, not on the 
merits of the claim, but because it would be “to our advantage to allow 
it.” And how “to our advantage?’ Because “I can use him to good ad- 
vantage in campaign work,” as “he is all right.” 

Whether Mr. Davison’s claim has been settled, and whether in con- 
sideration thereof he is now engaged in campaign work, I do not know. 
I make no comment on these communications. I ask through vour col- 
umns to present them without comment for public consideration. Re- 
spectfully, W. J. STONE.
